RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document A3 discloses an apparatus that supplies power to a CCD only during image 
reading periods even during copying operation, instead of adopting a power-saving mode. 
For example, in backward movement of the carriage and in waiting, the CCD is intermittently 
energized in a pulse-like manner to inhibit increase in the temperature thereof. Documents 
A2 and A3 claim priority based on the same first-filed application. 

An English translation of the foreign-language document is not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translation does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language document (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). An English 
language abstract is provided herewith.
